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California’s vast hinterland—the 
highly - productive back - country 
which has’ brought California to 
greatness—may be forced to do bat- 
tle at the fall elections to avoid be- 
ing maneuvered into the role of a 
step-child of the big cities! 


For there is a determined move | 
on foot again to submit an initi- | 
ative proposal to the voters which 
would abolish the State Senate, 
largely composed of members from 
rural California, and set up a city- 
dominated one-house Legislature. 

If the scheme were successful, 
metropolitan Los Angeles would 
have approximately 40 per cent of 
the votes in the Legislature—and 
Los Angeles and San _ Francisco 
combined could adopt the laws, and | 
lay down the rules, for all Califor- 
nia. 

It is inconceivable that the peo- 
ple of California would vote for a 
plan which would disfranchise 56 
of the state’s 58 counties in all 


legislative matters, but politics often 
make strange bedfellows. And ru- 
rural California should be on its. 
guard! 

Governor Olson, as a result of the 
rough treatment accorded his big 
relief program and his new tax pro- 
posals at the special session of the 
Legislature, has made definite an- 
nouncement of his determination to 
press for enactment of the One- 
House Legislature plan, with mem- 
bers chosen solely on a i ae 
basis. 

The proposed initiative act, 
has announced, will provide for: 

1. A one-house Legislature com- 
posed of “a reasonable number” of 
members. 


he 


2. Annual instead of biennial 
meetings. 
3. High salaries for all legis- 


lators, who would be expected to 
devote their entire time to law- 
making. 

Blaming failure of his tax and 
relief programs on the Legislature— 
and largely on the economy bloc in 
the Senate—the Governor charged: 

“The whole spectacle proves the 
claims that California is suffering 
badly from constant legislative log 
jams, that the passage of sound 
laws is more accident than design; | 
that we, therefore, must have a 
complete reconstruction and reor- 
ganization of our legislative ma- 
chinery.” ? 

He then stated his remedy as fol- 
lows: 

“It means that we must put an 
initiative measure oh the ballot 
next November providing for the 
reorganization of the Legislature; 
providing for a One-House Legis- 
lature comprised of a reasonable 
number who shall meet every year 
for the full time required to give 
full, careful and intelligent consid- 
eration to the legislative needs of 
the people in these days of rapid 
and unpredictable change.” 

Undoubtedly there are frequently 
“log-jams” in the Legislature, as 
Governor Olsgn complains, but the 
jams since Mr. Olson came into of- 
fice have resulted far more often 
from clashes between the Gover- 
nor’s office and the Legislature than 
from deadlocks between the Senate 
and Assembly. 

And after all, even though such 
jams may be nerve-wracking and 
irirtating, they are often an indica- 
tion that the “check and balance” 
system, which is fundamentally of 
American democracy, is actually 
working and weeding out much leg- | 
islation that the people back home 
have served notice they don’t want 
enacted. 

A one-house Legislature, domi- 
nated by the cities, might, for ex- 
ample, have passed Governor Ol- 
son’s $95,000,000 relief budget and 
approved his program of $50,000,- 
000 in new taxes. And rural Cali-

RECESS EXPECTED THIS WEEK 


Relief Discussion Reveals That Oklahomans 
Led Migrant Influx For Three And One-Half 
Years; Average Relief Payments Compared

SACRAMENTO — This week will 
undoubtedly be the final week of 


the special session of the legisla- 
ture. Either a recess or an adjourn- 


' ment will be taken at the conclusion 


of the week’s session. 

Few if any new taxes will be lev- 
ses- 
sion. One thing sure, there will be 
no tobacco tax as has been propos- 
ed in accordance with the Govern- 
or’s program. There are enough 
taxes levied on the tobacco indus- 
try and the smoker now without 
adding the proposed tax. 


Last week the temporary relief 
bill which is to carry the SRA un- 
til June was debated on the floor 
of the lower house and came up for 
a vote Saturday. Although it fail- 
ed to receive the necessary two- 
thirds vote to pass, it came up for 
reconsideration on Monday and by 
the time this column goes to press 
will undoubtedly have been passed. 

The writer and 44 other members 
of the lower house voted for this 
bill last Saturday but the admin- 
istration group refused to vote for 
its passage and let it go down to 
defeat. These legislators who vot- 
ed against the bill did so because 
they objected to the many restric- 
tions placed in the bill. 

A few of the restrictions which 
the liberal minority group opposed 
include the following: 

A ceiling on relief so that no fam- 
ily can receive more than $58 in 
cash unless in rase of an emerg- 
ency.. In addition to the $58 in 
cash those on relief may still re- 
ceive federal surplus commodities. 
It was brought out in the various 
hearings as well as on the floor of 
the Assembly that many families 
received as much as $112 and more 
per month. Some of these families 
are Mexican families and they are 
receiving much more in direct re- 
lief than the head of the family 
ever earned in private employment.

positions of the Mannerheim line. 

The Finnish success northeast of 
Ladoga, where 18,000 Russians were 
reported killed or captured, ended
